One of the biggest concerns 
to students today is finding a 
job, whether it be summer of 
full-time employment. High un- 
employment rates and extensive 
layoffs, both locally and across 
Canada, are not encouraging to 
anyone entering the job market. 
Despite the grim economic 
situation in Canada, students 
shoiild be aware of what to 
expect when they begin their 
quest for a job. 

The hiring policies of any 
business firm are extremely 
important ot all applicants. A 
study of three such policies in 
commerce-related fields illus- 
ii'aii three contrasting methods 
of engaging employees; 



The accounting department 
at Inco has offered employment 
to seven commerce students 
each summer for many years in 
the past. "Company policy 
gives priority to the children of 
employees", admitted Karen De 
Benedet , public affairs co- 
ordinator at Inco. Applications 
mUst be filled by February and 
no interviews are conducted for 
summer employment, ''stu- 
dents are hired according to 
what is contained in the ap- 
plication form", said De- 

Benedei. 

Regarding full-time em- 
ployment, it has been Inco's 
policy since 1978 to hire only 
when a specialized skill must be 
filled.

Students were hired at Tnco 
during the summer — last year 
there were none. 

Both Falconbridge and Inco 
have very little work due to bad 
economic times- "It's getting 
tough for students to find a 
job"» stated DeBenedet, A four 
week shutdown has been sched- 
uled for the coming summer. 
DeBenedit said» **If things 
don't turn around, there will be 
minimal, if any hiring this 
summer." 

The Sudbury District Office 
of Revenue Canada follows a 
different hiring policy as com- 
pared to that of Inco. At one 
time, recruitment programs 
were geared towards the gra- 
duates of commerce programs. 
However, this process has been 
dropped for the time being in 
favour of the national recruiting 
program. 

Hiring is achieved through 
public service commissions in 
Toronto that compare each 
applicant on a national scale. 
Sharon Bourque, personnel 
clerk at Revenue Canada in 
Sudbury explained why a 
change in policy occurred:"The 

market has changed. The re- 
cruitment program was dropped 
because of the increase of 
graduates with B-Comms in the 
market at the present time," 
However, six graduates of the 
Bathelor of Commerce program 
were hired last year at the 
Tajialion Office (not to be 
confused with with the Data 
Center) in Sudbury, of which 
three were Laurentian students. 
Bourque added: "It's getting 

tough... right now the job 
market is very competitive." 
"The Commerce graduates 

from Laurentian University are 
our major source of resources", 
commented Jorma Larlon, a 
Chartered Accountant at 
Thome Riddell in Sudbury. 
"There are quite a few Lauren- 
tian Commerce grads working 
full-lime at Thorne Riddell", 
according to Larton, who just 
happens to be a graduate from 
Laurentian University. 

The firm believes in sup- 
porting the local community 
and continues to interview 
students from Laurentian, In 
addition, the calibur of the 
Commerce Department is per- 
ceived by the firm as being of 
exceptional quality. 

In reference to this year's 
grdiiates from Laurentian, 
Ldrton remarked: "They are of 
good quality as in years before. 
Laurcnlian puis out a good 

product/* 

Thorne RiducH ai^u Ittib 
commitments to Sudbury stu- 
dents in the co-op program at 
Waterloo, and to business stu- 
dents at Cambrian College. 

However, the number of 
students the firm is able to hire 
has decreased due to the 
economy- Nevertheless, Larton 
added that "the firm will 
continue to look at new pros- 
pects and will try to keep hiring 
in the future-"

declared Richard Allen, MLA 
for Hamilton West, after the 
government announced that the 
Audio-Library at Trent Uni- 
versity will remain open. The 
Ministry had announced ter- 
mination of the grants, 

Allen had attempted on 
numerous occasions in the 
House to secure government 
assurances that the funding 
would continue. Outside the 
House, he had worked closely 
with Professor William Vander- 
burg of the University of 
Toronto and the group of 
students who laid their com- 
plaints before the Human 
Rights Commission. 

Asked whether the an- 
nouncement will lead to a 
withdrawal of the case, Allen 
told the media that he had 
called spokespersons for the 
group, and they have no 
intention of doing so, '*Thcy 
have Iiad these assurances be- 
fore, in almost these identical 
words, and will only be con- 
vinced when the government 
commits itself to specifics about 
funding and mode of op- 
eration," he said. 

David Baker, fresh from his 
human rights victory in the 
Justin Clark case, will be 
representing the students, 
whose prospects for continuing 
post -secondary education will 
be bleak, indeed, if the major 
supplier of tapes for visually 
handicapped students is not 
continued on a satisfactory 
basis.
